These Are of Wood and May Be Round oi 
Square, but Must Bo Deep. 

The value and economy of the silo 
have passed the stage of discussion. 
Advanced dairymen everywhere have 
built or are building silos. As to mate¬ 
rial used in construction, the question 
was long ago settled in favor of wood. 
The only points remaining to he consid¬ 
ered are whether the silo shall he round 
or square, single or double lined inside 
»r whether built in the barn or as an 
outside structure. The ideal shape is 
that of a cylinder, hut a round silo in 
the barn is too costly in space, while a 
square or parallelogram fits into the 
comers of the barn and utilizes all the 
space. Some of the wooden silos are 
lathed with the new channel lath and 
plastered with the best Portland ce¬ 
ment. Some claim that a good board 
lining on the first sheathing, well paint 
ed with gas tar and gasoline, is prefer¬ 
able to plaster because it is cheaper, 
Will last as long and. can he repaired 
when necessary quite as cheaply. The 
usual lining consists of two thicknesses 
of hoards, breaking joints, with a coat 
of tarred paper between the thicknesses 
of boards. 

The silo lining and the outer coat 
which protects the silo frame from the 
weather are usually sufficient to pre¬ 
vent the freezing of silage. Lithe south 
there is no danger of freezing, and the 
silo lining is sufficient, except that the 
sides exposed to the weather must ha 
battened to protect the, framework. 

Strong pressure is one of the first es¬ 
sentials in the preservation of ensilage, 
and this can be attained cheaply only 
when the silos are deep. To insure the 
best ensilage the depth should he at 
least 24 feet, and 30 feet is better. The 
great pressure secured with depth ex¬ 
cludes the air by closing up the spaces 
in the ensilage and by forcing if strong¬ 
ly against the walls. 

Wood lined silos onght to he so con¬ 
structed that all lumber against which 
the onsilage does not lie may be kept 
too diyto permit of decay, while the 
lining itself should become dry as fast 
as the ensilage is removed from it. 
These conditions may be maintained in 
all comparatively dry climates by 
adopting modes of construction which 
insure very thorough ventilation, both 
by the silo pit and within the silo walls 
immediately behind the lining. 

The cheapest floor consists of pounded 
clay. A coat of cement is frequently 
applied to the floor. The best silos have 
doors almost continuously from the floor 
to the top of the wall. The form of roof 
is not important It should contain a 
ventilator. 


Crimson Clover. 


Crimson clover is a plant the value 
of which can hardly bo overestimated, 
especially as an agent in reclaiming 
wornout lands and in keeping up the 
supply of nitrogen in lands not worn 
out The fact that it has become estab¬ 
lished so far north as Saratoga comity, 
N. Y.; that it has maintained itself for 
three years, and that it is actually 
“spreading in poor land,” is most grat¬ 
ifying and very suggestive, in the opin¬ 
ion of The Country Gentleman, author¬ 
ity for the following: 

It has been cultivated most success¬ 
fully and profitably farther south, hut 
it has been generally supposed that it 
would not thrive so far north as this. 
While it may not always survive our 
severe winters with their extreme and 
sudden changes of temperature, as* it 
does farther south, where it commences 
its growth in the fall and continues it 
in th& spring, this instance shoyre that 
it either does sometimes go through our 
winters successfully or else it comes to 
maturity from seed with exceeding rap¬ 
idity. La either case it indicates that 
farmers in this latitude may avail them¬ 
selves of the aid of this valuable plant 
in preserving and renewing the supply 
of nitrogen in their soils and in supple¬ 
menting their supply of fodder plants. 
In confirmation of the ability of this 
plant to perpetuate itself here we may 
stato that a few tufts of it grew in an 
Albany county garden last season, and 
without any intervention on the own¬ 
er’s part it has appeared again this year 
aijd is now in flower. These plants are 
evidently from self sown seed, hut 
whether the seeds germinated last sum¬ 
mer or this spring we are not able to 
say.

I paid a man §2 for him when he was

The Circus Kitchen. 

At five minutes past 4 a shout from 
the crowd indicates the -approach of the 
three huge cook wagons, each weighing 
•20 tons and drawn by six horses. From 
the first of them rise three chimneys, 
out of which black smoke is pouring. 
This wagon carries the 16 foot cooking 
range, where fires were started the mo¬ 
ment the wagon was unloaded from the 
train. Already," while rolling toward the 
circus grounds, the ten cooks have been 
making active preparations for the break¬ 
fast which must he served within two 
hours to 700 hungry people. 

When the three wagons have drawn 
up on the site of the still unraised cook 
tent,, three butchers with heavy cleavers 
at once begin work upon the sides of 
beef, legs of mutton and loins of pork 
(500 pounds in all) that must forthwith 
he changed into steaming steaks, chops 
and cutlets. A boiler is set up and 
steam pipes are connected from it with 
the big urn which must furnish 2,000 
cupa of coffee shortly, and with the 
warming pans on the tables where the 
meats are served. While this is doing 5 by 
one set of men, others are raising tho 
tent, building 12 long tables and unpack¬ 
ing 20 large green boxes that contain 
6,000 dishes aud countless kitchen uten¬ 
sils.—McClure’s Magazine.

They 
are usually of small dimensions, and do 
not attain the size of one described in 
the “Bolletino del Naturalisti. ” 

M. Fabiano Carlo tells there of a gi¬ 
gantic carnivorous plant that has been 
discovered on the shores of Lake Nica¬ 
ragua by a naturalist named Draistan. 
He discovered this curious plant in the 
following manner : Traveling with his 
flog, he heard the animal give vent to 
cries of pain. He advanced and found 
his dog held by three black, sticky "bands, 
under which the skin was chafed till it 
hied. These hands were the branches of 
a new carnivorous plant, which Dunstan 
calls the “land octopus. ” The branches 
are flexible, polished, black, without 
leaves, secreting a viscous fluid and fur¬ 
nished with a great number of suckers 
by which they attach themselves to their 
victims. It might almost he believed to 
be an octopus transformed into a plant. 

To extricate his dog Dunslan tried to 
cut the branches, and succeeded, though 
not without difficulty, and after haviug 
his hands, severely injured by the ten¬ 
tacles of the “land octopus.” As may 
he realized,observations under these con¬ 
ditions were not convenient to make, 
and the naturalist was able to get few 
facts couceruiug this odd plant. He 
proved the presence of numerous suckers, 
and found that the fetid odor of Hie 
black sticky fluid that covers the branch¬ 
es serves to attract prey to the plant, He 
also was able to note similarity of char¬ 
acter with other carnivorous plants. 
For instance, the “land octopus” aban¬ 
dons its prey after having sucked out the 
nutritive elements. The natives of Cen¬ 
tral America call this singular plant by 
the appropriate name of “the devil’s 
noose. ”—Paris Cosmos.

Half a dozen horses will ^ush away at a 
false break when there is no possible 
chance for an equitable start, and when 
they come trotting hack and before they 
have had time to wheel and get into 
line those that remained behind the 
first time will dash out aud run perhaps 
100 yards, leaving the first squad in 
their places!” This goes on indefinitely. 

The public is also familiar with the 
sight of one or more horses standin 
motionless somo lengths behind th eir 
competitors. The starter asks the riders 
of the horses in advance of the laggards 
to wait until they have taken their po 
sitions. Each hoy seems to think it is 
his bounden duty to walk his horse 
when those in the rear attempt to move 
up at a walk aud to break away madly 
if an attempt is made by those behind 
to come up on a run. 

A starter should have a thorough 
knowledge of racing, should he a man 
of a high degree of intelligence, he quick 
of eye and hand, and, above all, be of 
unimpeachable integrity. The issue of 
many thousands of dollars, ofttimes 
hundreds of„thousands of dollars, is de 
cided by the fall of his red flag, and it 
is his duty to see that every horse, no 
matter by whom he is owned, has an 
equal chance when he leaves the post. 
Every effort is made to catch the horses 
in motion and on as nearly oten, terms 
as possible. The eye must take in the 
and if the judg- 
satisfactory the

Very often horses are in had places, 
and what might look to be a good start 
from the grand stand would be a poor one 
in the judgment of the starter, and the 
flag does not fall. Criticism follows, 
find generally it is of the harshest and 
most uujnst character. Some horses are 
quicker on their feet- than others and 
will make a good start look like a poor 
one through their ability to get under 
way much more rapidly than their com¬ 
petitors. A good start when the flag 
drops becomes to the unthinking and 
ignorant a poor start, and abuse 
heaped upon the head of tho official. 

From time to time mechanical appli¬ 
ances for starting race horses have been 
invented, hut they have not been prac¬ 
tical and have not achieved success. A 
swinging gate to bo raised by electricity 
was spoken of some time ago, hut frac¬ 
tious thoroughbreds could not he got 
near it. There are, again, horses that 
are not to he controlled at times, and 
collisions with, the obstacle would un¬ 
doubtedly he of daily occurrence. Then, 
too, it would take months of drilling to 
get horses to overcome the idea that they 
were not going to run into the gate. 
This and many other objections can he 
raised against this system. A western 
inventor has patented a gate to be low¬ 
ered before the horses while they stand

Feeding Oilmeal to Pigs. 

“Is oilmeal a satisfactory constituent 
of rations for growing pigs?” 

Wo have used oilmeal in a number of 
instances for growing pigs, both -before 
and afterweaning, and have always been 
pleased with the results. Pigs that are 
fed a little oilmeal always have a gloss 
to the hair and a general finish which is 
very noticeable.
